convicts at present being kept 
under lock and key in the 
western annexe of the Prison, 


ig Flogging Denied, 

“No prisoners have been flogged 
up to to-day," anid Me, Pranks 
alluding to allegations of incidenta 
lending up to the strike, That 
is inaccurate, There have been 
no prisoners who have had to he 
carried to their cells. Tt waa not 
necessary, Hf an emergeney unit 
waa estlod out, te brings the police 
in here,” 

“There wip forbt Gp drant sy 
general atrike,” said Mr. Franky, 
adverting: to the general aitiuation,

’ DHE VICE-CHANCELLOR'S 
-GRAVESIDE EULOGY. 


The deep sympathy felt for re- 
latives of the lute Dr. C, Y, Wang, 
Professor of Pathology, who died 
at hia residence ‘on Monday 
morning after a long iNness, was 
manifested at the funeral yes- 
torday afternoon, The interment 
took ‘place at the Chinese Christian 
Cemetery at Pokfulam, orations 
being delivered at the graveside 
by Mr. W. W. Hornell (Vice- 
Chancellor of the University) and 
the Rev. C. L. Cheung, of the Hop 
Yot Church, : 
_ The coffin lay in state in the 
Grent Hall of the ‘Univeraity, 
during the carly part of the 
afternoon, when a large number 
of sympathisern fled paat and 
paid their last respects. At four 
o'clock the coffin, borne on the 
shoulders of undergradyates, was 
talcen outside and placed ipot 
hearse, then going in procession 
to the cemetery. Following were 
the widow and children, Dr. C. 
C. Wang (brother) and family, 
members of the — Lagisiative 
Council, the University Staff, his 
Lordship the Bishop af Victoria, 
and a large number of others, 

After the coffin had heen 
lawered inte the grave, Mr, 
Hornell, amid un impressive 
sblence, said: 

“You gave your Life to selence, 
art and medicine in one of tts 
most vital aapeects, You aaved 
others; yourself you could uot 
aave, [Ino the plenitude of “your 
Hfe and vigour n deadly disease 
vot hold of you. and in spite of 
the serenity of your courage and 
patience and gowur grim strapgele 
to live for the sake of those who 
love you, yeaterday, In the hush 
of the hours which prelude the 
dawn, you passed from pain to 
peace, Nature's Inws are inexor- 
able and perhaps you, who count: 
ed it your proudest privilaye that 
you should) be nature's servant 
nnd interpreter, hold it is all for 
the best. You eave behind you 
an abiding memory of a blame- 
lesa life and unostentatioua 
devotion. This is the gift) that 
you leave your family, your 
University and your country and 
it is no mean one. Farewell.” 

The Rev. CO. 1. Cheang then 
delivered a short oration over the 
grave in Chinese.

coating into corrugated tin.

An un- 
clo of mine who knew — Herbert 
Spencer, the Victorian thinker, ns- 
sureé me that he composed = his 
“Social Statics” singing at the top 
of his voice, with ivy in his hair, a 
bottle of Moutdn’ Rothschild '76 in 
his left hand, and . half the 
Alhambra ballct throwing red roses 
at him. It was at this poriod that 
Spencer wrote his well-known 
drinking song which begins:

“The growth in 30 Many = coun- 
tries of a narrow and intolerant 
nationaliam which finds expression 
in the raising-of tariff barriers and 
the . maintenance of provocative 
urmaments,” : 

“The Conference,” the resolution 
went on, “observes with alarm the 
widespread tendency to abandon 
democracy for dictatorship; it pro- 
tests against injustice to political, 
racial, and religious minorities, and 
pledges itself to strive unceasingly 
for the restoration of Liberalism.”

MAN ARRESTED AFTER TWO 
YEAR'S FREEDOM. 


An armed - robbery which took 
place two yeara ago was recalled 
when one of the alleged robbers was 
charged before Mr. Butters not the 
Kowloan Magistracy, yesterday 
afternoon, with having in October, 
1928, with two others, boarded n 
passenger boat lying in the Yau- 
mati typhoon shelter, armed with 
a revolver, and assaulted the com- 
plalnant, Fan Mef, a married wo- 
man, and stolen from her a gold 
ring and $140. : 

Defendant was arrested on De- 
cember 1 by the Chinese. detective 
Tse On, who wus killed Isst week 
in m resturant In Yaumati. 

Inspector Fallon, outlining the 
case, anid that about 9 mm. on 
October 28,1928, the complainant 
was on board her boat in the’ Yan- 
mati typhoon 
men came alongside in a dinghy. 
Two of them boarded, saying that 
they had-come to search the boat. 
Complainant's huaband was on a 
bont nearby. After an un- 
successful search, the two men ask- 
ed the woman what she had with 
her. She replied that she had some 
money, They asked her to produce 
it, and when she did ao one of them 
anatched ft and ran away. Two 
of the men were arrested, but the 
defendant eseaped arrest and It 
wae only on December 1 Inst that 
Tse On arrested him, 

Evidence. 

Mr oa Bart) Sparresw, ASP. 
aid that on December 3 he con. 
ducted an identification parade at 
the Yaumati police station. There 
were ning persons in the parade In- 
cluding the prisoner, all dressed in 
the same way and of similar height 
and appearance. There were=shree 
witnesses, The first was Lo Shing, 
the second the complafnant, Fan 
Mei, and the third Sin Hin-kwong. 

The firat witness without any 
hesitation picked out the defendant. 

Fan Mei said the robbery took 
place about 9 p.m, when she was 
alone in her boat. Two men board. 
ed and said they had come to search 
her boat, They were not in uni- 
form nor had they any badges. 
After they had finished the search

they asked her to get into their} 


boat, in which she saw, besides the 
boatman, another man. One of the 
men wanted to search her, but she 
refused to be searched, whereupon 
she was struck on thé shoulder with 
something.: She did not see any 
arms. She then got frightened and 
allowed herself to be searched. The 
men extracted 1 purre containing 
$140 and a gold ring from her 
jacket. Her husband, who was on 
board a coal boat close by, and who 


shad seen what happencd, then came 


on board, Two of the men jumped 
into the water, while the third 
jumped on board a lighter and ran 
ashore, Her husband and a man 
named Fan Kwai arrested the two 
men: who had jumped into the 
water. She did not recover her 
purse. The man svho — escaped 
snatehed the purse from her. 

Lo Shing corroborated. In reply 
to questions from the defendant, 
witness denied that he had sent a 
clansman of his to borrow $30 from 
the defendant. + 

After evidence of arrest of defen- 
dant had been given, and after de- 
tendant’s own evidence, whieh was 
acomplete denial, Mr. Butters com- 
mitted the mun te stand his trial at 
the next Sessions.

LOCAL LADY’S TRIP 
“TO YUNNAN. « | 


INTERESTING LECTURE AT 
‘THE HELEN MAY. 


Mrs. L. Forster addressed a fair. 
ly large gathering - at the Helena 
May Institute last night on "A 
Holiday in Yunnan.” The lecturer 
illustrated her discourse — with 


Inntern slides of the people, scchery: 


and other matters of Interest in 
Yunnan province. Mrs. E.R. Halli- 
fax occupicd.the chair, and briefly 
introduced the lecturer. 

Yunnan, sald the lecturer, was 
the largest province in China, and 
also one of the least known, partly 
becnuse It lay #0 far from every- 
thing else, and partly because it 
was an almost inaccessible plateau, 
and was n province which was least 
known by the Chinese themselves, 
The platenu lay about six thousand 
foet high, surrounded by motintning 
which rose to between fifteen and 


On the north-cast the mountains 
were not so high; but the plateau 
dipped suddenly into the Yangtac 
valley. The only corner of the pro. 
vince which was approachable was 
on the sonth-east bordering Kwang- 
ab. 

The whole of the province was 
very rich in mineral wealth, agri- 
cultural praducts and live stock. 
The British planned a railway from 
Rangoon vin Mandalay into Yun- 
nan, but the only railway which had 
materialised was from French Indo. 
China, 

The people of Yunnan were 
not by any means the majority 
Chinese, She had read in a book 
that there were fourteen million 
people, one third being Chinese, 


Trip From Hongkong. 


The lecturer also outlined the 
route taken by the party in which 
she was in their trip to Yunnan 
from Hongkong. They first did a 
gen trip to Haiphong, and from 
there went to Hoihow, then to 
Pakhoi, where they took motor cars 
inland to Haiphong, where they 
encountered the French Customs 
service and had to leave thelr bags 
behind before they took train to 
Hanoi, The journey lay through 
rice plains cultivated by Annamites, 
From Hanoi the journey lay 
through jungle unti] they crorsed 
the Red River into Yunnan. The 
railway up .the steep face of the 
platenu, anid the lecturer, was a 
tribute to the skill of the ‘French 
engineers. 

The villages were ‘built of mud 
walls, and were very picturesque 
against a background of greenery. 
But the picturesqueness of the 
place was in sharp contrast to the 
people, who were very. poor, back- 
ward, and lived in dirty hovels, and 
were terrified by sptrits and by 
their own fellow men. It. wan a 
plece where summary justice was 
often meted out, and the, lecturer 
gave a brief story of one such in- 
efdent. 

The province abounded in tin, 
coal, copper and lead. Salt wells 
were also plentiful in places, and 
though she saw nothing of the gold 
and silver which waa said to be 
found there, she believed that it 
must exist. It was also famous for 
its particular kind of tea, which 
was exported to all parts of the 
workl, Oplum was one of its chief 
products, and:> was smoked largely 
by the people. 

The lecturer punctuated her talk 
with reminiscences, some humorous. 
At its conclusion-she was accorded 
a hearty vote of thanks.
